Unmasked Itself. 
A couplet often applied to slippery 
politicians reads something as fol­ 
lows: 
“ He wires In and he wires out, 
leaving the people still in doubt; 
W hether the snuke that m akes the track, 
W as going south or coining back.” 
And we are now disposed to tack 
the card to the back of the San Fran­ 
cisco Bulletin. The editorial of that 
paper, on the dismissal of Professor 
C a r r from the State University, was 
the most complete piece of dirt-eat­ 
ing toadying that has disgusted an 
intelligent commnnity for some time. 
The action of the Board of RegentB 
was one which presented no difficul­ 
ties to an honest, independent jour­ 
nal, but to a two-faced, straddle-the- 
fence, good Lord and good Devil, 
cowardly sneak like the Bulletin, how 
to get over the dismissal of Professor 
without Bpeaking in terms denuncia­ 
tory of the Board, was the difficulty. 
But the Bulletin was equal te the oc­ 
casion, It dare not print one word of 
adverse comment on any act of S w if t 
or B o o t h . 
These gentlemen are 
its 
idols, and until such time 
as the chances of the first for 
Governor are dimmed, and patron­ 
age of the second as United States 
Senator weakened or destroyed, the 
Bulletin1 will play toady to both and 
lick the dust from their shoes with the 
abject obedience of a whipped spaniel. 
While men of influence do wrong, the 
Bulletin has not the courage to defend 
the right. But a curious feature in 
the Bulletin's policy presents itself at 
this point. Through B o o t h , in the 
Senate, it expects to control the Fed­ 
eral patronage of the Pacific Coast, 
and through S w if t , as Governor, it 
proposes to control the State govern­ 
ment. So far, all looks clear enough; 
but when we remember that B o o t h ’s 
power in the Senate depends entirely 
upon the Grange support, and the 
placing of S w if t in the Gubernato­ 
rial chair, is a feat that can only be 
accomplished through the Granger’s 
vote, we begin to wonder how the 
Bulletin expects to secure the vote and 
support of theGrange while palliating a 
direct, and apparently a premeditated, 
insult to every farmer in the State. 
The dismissal of Professor C a r r was 
in opposition to the wishes of the 
Grange, and by voting for his dismis­ 
sal Messrs. B o o t h and S w if t have 
placed themselves in antagonism to 
the people, yet the Bulletin while sup­ 
porting their antagonism expects to 
use the people to maintain one’s power 
in the United States Senate, and to 
m a k e the other Governor of the State. 
In supporting the action of the Re­ 
gents the Bulletin has shown the hol­ 
low hypocrisy of its independent 
party professions, and proven that 
while it pretends to be an advocate of 
the Grange interests it is in truth an 
adherent of the money power repre­ 
sented by the Regent ring, that open­ 
ly insults every Granger in the State. 
It is now plain that the Bulletin's la­ 
bored efforts to draw the Grange into 
its “independent party” were not 
from a desire to benefit the laboring 
classes of the State, but merely to se­ 
cure the farmer’s vote for the election 
of its candidates to office. The old 
hypocrite may succeed in deceiving 
the farmers hereafter; but after it has 
so plainly shown its hand it seems in­ 
credible that anyone should become 
its dupe in the future. The whining 
excuse of the Bulletin that Professor 
C a r r is incompetent is characteristic 
of the paper, and is assumed for effect. 
Just here the suggestion comes, why 
has not the Professor’s incompetency 
been discovered before ? He has 
filled the Chair from which he has just 
been removed for the past five years. 
Tf he is incompetent now, he must 
have been incompetent all the time; 
and the Regents have proven them­ 
selves incompetent for the places they 
hold by retaining an incompetent Pro­ 
fessor so long. No one more thor­ 
oughly understands that the charge of 
incompetency against Professor C a r r 
is a base falsehood than the Bulletin 
editor, yet he did not dare denounce it 
as such, on the contrary he was made 
to handle it on the assumption of its 
truth. How despicable! 


A t intervals, and apparently in 
concert, twenty or thirty newspapers, 
mostly in the country but a few in 
San Francisco, attack the Sacramento 
Union with all the vim and vicious­ 
ness that marks the poodle’s attack 
upon the sturdy, honest old mastiff. 
They yelp and bark and whine around 
it until forbearance ceases to be a vir­ 
tue, when by a few well-directed edi­ 
torial paragraphs the Union sends the 
whole pack howling to their kennels. 
It is probable puppies would bark if 
there was no moon, but the sight of 
the moon always seems to facilitate 
their yelping. If there was no Union 
the poodle press would no doubt con­ 
tinue to bark, though perhaps less 
vociferously. Of one thing the howl­ 
ers may rest assured, which is that if 
they were all rolled into one editor 
and that onr editor expanded to 
his utmost capacity, it would take ten 
million such editors to make a passa­ 
ble substitute for S a m u e l S e a b o u o h , 
the editor of the Sacramento Union. 


R e v . D r . R e o e n t H o r a t io S t e b - 
b in s , who thinks Professor C a r r 
dresses too common to fill a Universi­ 
ty chair, is a living evidence that a 
man may serve God and Mammon ac­ 
ceptably—at least to Mammon. He 
preaches in S t a r r K in g ’s church on 


Sunday and speculates in stocks all 
week. We don’t know how many 
souls he has saved, but we know that 
he has shaved the outsider out of * 
handsome fortune on stocks. 
The Post was quite fierce in its de­ 
nunciation of the Regents when it was 
rumored they intended to dismissPro- 
fessor C a r r , but now that they have 
really committed the deed, it has 
nothing to say. Has some of the Re­ 
gents wrestled with the Post manage­ 
ment and destroyed its professed 
friendship for Professor C a r r and the 
farmer ? 


The San Francisco Bulletin meanly 
intimates that Professor C a r r was 
discharged from the University be­ 
cause of incompetency, and then re­ 
fuses to publish the Professor’s card 
defending himself against its mean­ 
ness. 


T h e Examiner says the effusions of 
the editor of the Post remind it of the 
writings of R a b e l a is divested of their 
wit and wisdom. T o understand the 
depth of this thrust, one must read 
R a b e l a is . 


LETTER F HUM SAN FERNANDO. 
Lime — Money — Corn — Wheat find To­ 
báceo in Prospect—A Fine Opening 
for Bee-Keepers. 
E d it o r H e r a l d :—I was very much 
pleased in reading in your yesterday’s 
paper of the grand success of Mr. 
Beaudry in bringing the water over 
the hill lands back of your city. Such 
men as Mr. Beaudry are truly of great 
value to a city. His enterprise I hope 
will bring him a rich reward. 
And now to San Fernando: 
l im e . 
W e have a new enterprise started in 
the hills adjoining town. But a short 
time since we were compelled to pur­ 
chase lime that was imported from 
Santa Cruz county; now there are here 
three lime kilns in successful opera­ 
tion, and it is of a superior kind, too. 
h o n e y . 
This is a great honey-producing sec­ 
tion. There is a large belt of country 
here covered with wild sage, and it is 
covered with honey-dew. 
Tons of honey are shipped from here 
weekly, and I believe that with proper 
care and attention enough could be 
produced here to supply half of the 
State. There are plenty of little nooks 
in the mountains adjoining adapted to 
bee ranches, and they can be got for 
taking them. 
c o r n . 
In my travels around the country 
yesterday, I saw a most magnificent 
field of corn, which will produce fully 
ono hundred bushels to the acre, and 
it was never irrigated. However, I 
think with such soil and climate as we 
have here, the culture of wheat will 
be more profitable than any other kind 
of grain. 
I have heard that Dr. Howard lias 
been very successful in raising tobacco 
in the vicinity of your city, and this is 
another article, no doubt, which will 
in time bring to this section an im ­ 
mense trade. Yours,

San Fernando, August 17, 1874. 
Something of Interest. 
From the Kern County Courier. 
Supervisor Narboe informs us that 
the line of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road, in passing Tehachepi, crosses 
several immense ledges of very fine 
limestone, to which wood is contigu­ 
ous and in exhaustless supply. This 
is good news fora wide extent of coun­ 
try over which the road passes, and 
particularly so for this section, where 
one of the most serious drawbacks in 
the erection of substantial buildings 
has been the high price of lime, most 
of what has hitherto been used having 
been the production of Santa Cruz. 
He also showed us a fiue specimen of 
emery stene, w’hich abounds in a lo­ 
cality contiguous to the road. This 
we regard as a far more valuable dis­ 
covery thau mines of the precious 
metals. The use of this substance in 
the arts is constantly increasing and 
so is its price. The supply comes en­ 
tirely, we believe, from the dominions 
of Turkey and Greece, and the rock 
was worth, many years ago, fifty dol­ 
lars per ton. It never occurs in veins, 
but in masses, embedded in secondary 
strata. To prepare it for use, it is 
crushed by stamps, and the powder, 
by an ingenious process, divided into 
grades of different degrees of fineness 
and price. We believe these deposits 
will prove of great value when the 
road reaches their vicinity.

E d i t o r H e r a l d : —San Francisco 
the metropolis of the State, the Queen 
of the Pacific, sits among her sand 
hills in glory and power, serene and 
happy. The weather, that never-fail­ 
ing subject for comment, is pleasant 
and genial; the sun shines forth glori­ 
ously,evidently trying to make amends 
for dereliction of duty in the past, 
when lie wasn’t to be seen for days to­ 
gether.

A HEAVY LAW SUIT 
Has been commenced by Michael 
Reese, one of the moneyed men of the 
city and well known as defendant in a 
breach of promise case a few years 
ago, against the California Pacific 
Railroad Company, and several prom­ 
inent business men of the State, 
among them that prince of bankers, 
Milton S. Latham, on account of cer­ 
tain alleged fraudulent transactions 
whereby the plaintiff in common with 
other stockholders of the company 
were swindled out of the comfortable 
little sum of seven million dollars. 
Latham has thought it necessary to 
publish a card for the purpose of vin­ 
dicating his integrity, and threatens 
to carry the war into the enemy’s 
camp and to make things lively gen­ 
erally. It is broadly hinted that Reese 
is the only nominal plaintiff, being 
used by the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company as a convenient cats-paw to 
draw the chestnuts from the fire. 
Whether this be true or not, it is evi­ 
dent that there is something rotten in 
Denmark, and that there is rascality 
somewhere, but just where the burden 
is to be laid may be difficult to deter­ 
mine. The case offers a ricli field for 
gentlemen of the legal profession to 
exercise their learning and ability up­ 
on; and should it go to trial, develop­ 
ments may be expected rather start­ 
ling in their nature.
